W ashington, April I.--T he w ar de­ 
partm ent officials are very much g rati­ 
fied a t the conditions existing in the 
Philippines. 
It is deduced from a dis­ 
patch received from fu n e ra l Otis th at 
there is little left of the arm y of Aguin­ 
aldo and that his troops do not w ant to 
face the American soldiers. 
It is sup­ 
posed the 
scouting parties 
of den. 
Otis’ arm y th at have been moving about 
from different points on the railroad line. 
more especially from Mal oles, have en­ 
countered a few bands of natives, which 
Otis says retire upmi the approach of 
American troops. 
W hile officials here would be glad to 
have any inform ation of the new cam ­ 
paign of General Otis, they are at pres 
ent w ithout such knowledge, and he has 
not been asked to com m unicate his plans 
to the departm ent 
The utm ost confi­ 
dence is expressed in his ability to 
handle the situation, and no attem pt 
will be made to influence him from 
W ashington. 
It is believed General 
Otis desires to ascertain now just where 
the farces of the insurgents are located 
and the number. 
It is thought very probable th at the 
advance that has been 
made 
from 
M anila to Malolos the insurgents all 
retreated along the railroad track, but 
some have gone off into the rough 
country to the right of the railroad, and 
m ay now be lying in w ait to set upon 
sm all bodies of American troops, or per­ 
haps again destioy some bridges on the 
railroad and for a time cut off commu­ 
nication between the advance of the 
American arm y from Manila. 
General 
Otis will take m easures to prevent 
anything of the kind and no doubt 
will ascertain the location and num ­ 
ber of insurgents 
before m aking any 
further advance in pursuit of Aguinaldo 
and his fleeing arm y. 
It is evident, 
while General Otis reports everything 
“all quiet", th at he had a part of his 
arm y actively reconnoitering in the 
country along the line of railroad by 
which he has been advancing.

Mew York, April I.—The British ship 
Honolulu, which was in the harbor of 
Manila during the battle on May I and 
throughout the Spanish American war, 
arrived here w ith IO,500 bales of hemp, 
having left Manila Nov. ti. 
Her crew 
Consisted of I® men, of whom six were 
Filipinos. 
The Filipinos did not make I 
very good sailors, according to the white , 
men of the crew. 
Captain Decker said th at he w ent to 
Manila w ith 2500 tons of coal from New- 
castle, ami had landed only abont half 
when the ojierations of the American 
squadron made it necessary for him to 
draw out from his moorings. 
He was 
subsequently 
boarded by 
American 
naval officer, w^o told him th at the coal 
would be needed by the American ves­ 
s e l 
The captain went aboard the 
Olympia, where Admiral Dewey said to 
him: 
“I shall have to use your coal, but I 
will pay you in gold. 
I will also allow 
you dem urrage until all the coal is 
taken o u t.” 
So from May to A ugust the Honolulu 
furnished fuel to the American squad­ 
ron. 
Captain Decker, Mrs. 
Decker and 
their tw o little children saw the battle 
of Manila and watched all sum mer the 
rebel bands storm the Spanish trenches 
and finally saw Admiral Dewey clear 
the trenches for the advance of the 
American soldiers.

was the first m an to enter Malolos. and 
whose brilliant record since the Philip­ 
pine cam paign opened, has attracted 
much attention, is a son of ex-Congress- 
rnan Funston, of the Second Kansas 
district. 
Iii his earlier days Funston worked 
as a reporter on the F ort Sm ith Tribune. 
D uring President H arrison’s adm inistra­ 
tion he was sent to A laska by the gov­ 
ernm ent on a h unt for specimens and 
had m any thrilling experiences, demon­ 
strating his prowess. 
He made a canoe 
trip alone 900 miles up the Yukon. 
In the fall of 1894 Funston w ent to 
Cuba and enlisted in the Cuban arm y. 
For two years he fought valiantly for 
the cause of the insurgents. 
At one 
tim e he was commissioned a colonel and 
he commanded the entire artillery forces 
uniter General Garcia. 
He flied the 
first dynam ite gun used by the Cubans 
in their w ar against the Spanish and 
was in m any severe battles. 
In one charge he received a bullet ju st 
below the heart which penetrated his 
body. 
He returned to Kansas and had 
barely recovered from his wound when 
Governor Leedy appointed him colonel 
of the Kansas regim ent 
Last fall Col. 
Funston was called to Florida and gave 
G eneral Miles m any points of value re­ 
garding Cuba. 
Colonel Fuuston’s friends have urged 
him for appointm ent as brigadier gen­ 
eral and his name has been prom inently 
m entioned as a gubernatorial candidate. 
Colonel Funston is 33 years of age.
